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Administration Report of the Shahpura Chiefship 
for the year 1924-25. 

CHAPTER I. 

General and Political. 

The Chiefship of Shahpura is situated between 25°-29' North ^itnation. 
Latitude and 74'’-44' East Longitude. 

It is bounded on the North-East by the British District of Ajmer 
and on three sides by the Udaipur State, except in the Nortli North- 
East corner where the border touches that of ICishangarh. A small 
detached tract lies about 5 miles to the West of its South-West 
boundary. 

The Shahpura Chiefship is under the Political charge of the charge!* 
Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonic, Deoli, 

The total area of the Chiefship is 705 Square Miles. The 
Chiefship consists of two parganas i.e., Phulia and Kachhola. The 
former is held under the British Government and the latter under 
the Udaipur Darbar. 

The Khari and the Mansi are the only two rivers, which flow in Drainage, 
tlie North from West to East, join near Phulia and fall into the 
Banas River. 

The country is for the most part flat, open and treeless and con- formation, 
tains much pasture land. 

The total population of botli the Parganas of the Shahpura population. 
Chiefship is 65,142 i.e., 48,130 of the Phulia Pargana and 17,012 of 
tlie Kachhola Pargana, according to the census of 1921. 

The gross revenue of tlie Chiefship for the past five years is 
Rs. 5,41,250-9-7. 

The Chiefship pays an annual tribute of Rs. 10,000 to the 
British Government and Rs. 3,200 Chitlori to the Udaipur Darbar. 

The Ruling Chief Rajadhiraja Sir Nahar Si^ghji, ICC.I.E., a 
Shesodia Rajput, was born in January 1854 A. D. He is married to 
the sister of the late Chief of Chhota-Udaipur State, Rewa Kanlha 
Agency in Gujrat, a Chauhan Rajput. Shahpura is also connected by 
marriage with Jodhpur, Alwar, Kishangarh, Wankaner, Dhrangdhra, 
"Sunthrampur. Sikar Khetri and Wadhwan. 

The Rajadhiraj has two sons, Rajkumar Umaid Singhji ami 
Rajkumar Sirdar Singhji and four grandsons Sudarshan Singhji 
-son of Rajkumar Umaid Singhji and Shatrunjai, Prakram Singh and ' 

Jai Singh sons of Rajkumar Sirdar Singhji. 
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The Rajadhiraja has four grand daughters, two by Rajkumar 
Umaid Singhji and two by Rajkumar Sirdar Singhji. 

Rajadhiraja Sir Nahar Singhji enjoys a personal salute of nine 
guns. 

The health of the members of the Raj family was generally good 
during the year. 

On 2nd November, 1924 the Rajadhiraja Sahib, with Rajkumar 
Umaid Singh returned from Udaipur. On 12th February, 1925 
Rajadhiraja Sahib went to Muttra to join Dayananad Centenary 
Meetings (Janam Shatapdi) and returned on 24th February. 

The Rajadhiraja Sahib left for Ajmer on the 3rd March to see 
Hon’ble Sir R. E. Holland and returned on the 7th March 1925. On 
the 31st March Rajadhiraja Sahib accompanied by Rajkumar Umaid 
Singhji went to Deoli to see the Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonk 
and returned on the 4th April. On 29th May 1925 Rajadhiraja 
Sahib, at the head of the marriage party of his grandson Bhanwar 
Shantrunjai left for Partabgarh, U. P. and returned on 7th June 
1925. On 26th October 1925 Rajadhiraja Sahib accompanied by 
Rajkumar Umaid Singhji left for Ajmer and Pushkar. 

Rajkumar Umaid Singhji visited Pushkar', Ajmer, Alwar, 
Kishangarh, Mount Abu and Deoli. 

Rajkumar Sirdar Singhji remained at Bijwa for the most part 
of the year and visited Shahpura, Banera, Kishangarh and 
Partabgarh. 

Bhanwar Shatrunjai visited Bijwa, Jodhpur, Kishangarh and 
Bombay, during the year. 

Major R. J. Macnabb, I. A. Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonk, 
visited Shahpura on 1st February 1925 and returned on 3rd February 
1925. Major H. R. Lawrence, C.I.E., Political Agent, Haraoti and 
Tonk, visited Shahpura on 4th July and returned on 5th July 1925. 


CHAPTER II. ■ 

Land Administration. 

For Revenue purposes the Chiefship is divided into two 
Parganas, each Pargana consisting of the following Tehsil : — 

Phulia Parganah Kachhola Parganah 

1. Shahpura. \ 

2. Phulia. 1. Kachhola. 2. Ulela. 3. Redwas. 

Each Tehsil is under the charge of a Tehsildar who in Parganah 
Phulia is directly subordinate to the Musahib Revenue and in 
Parganah Kahhola to the Kamdar Kachhola as well as to the Revenue 
Musahib. 
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As Munshi Mahabir Prashad has been reverted to bis substantive 
appointment in the Ajmer Commission on 31st December 1924, 
Kamvar Madan Singh who was guardian to Bbanwar Sundarsban 
Singhji took charge of the Revenue Department as Revenue IMusahib 
and Assistant to Musahibala in Revenue work. He is also in charge 
of Survey and settlement work. 

In Phulia Pargana the Surve\' was already completed and one 
village only remained to be formall}' assessed. 

The Settlement work of Phulia perganas has been carried on, 
on the lines laid down bj’' Sir Elliot Colvin, who advised caution in the 
assessment work, which work, he said, should be gradual after gaining 
experience in the already assessed villages. The work is very impor- 
tant and delicate as it is to be done in such a way that both the State 
and tenants may have no cause for complaint. The Revenue Musaliib 
has now got to complete this assessment work and the compilation of 
the settlement papers and to frame a Revenue Manual for future 
guidance. 

The assessments hitherto made have been accepted by the tenants, 
for, the principle is that if the cultivator gets his full crop the Raj too 
gets full rate, otherwise the Raj shares its revenue proportionately 
with the tenants. Moreover the rate will not be enhanced for twelve 
years. The rate no doubt will fluctuate between Minimum and 
Maximum standards, according to the sources of irrigation and the 
nature of the crop sown in the harvest. 

The irrigated cotton in the Kharif and the irrigated Rabi (not 
sown in Kliarif) pay three-fourtli of the rate. All other crops irrigated 
in Kharif and if resown in Rabi pay the remaining half. Similarly 
unirrigated crops if manured pay half and unirrigated unmanured 
pay only one-fourth of the rate, moreover lands of all classes sown in 
tlic harvest which yield produce less tlian seed arc not assessed, 
and if the produce is fodder only eight annas per Bigha is diarged. 

Thus it will be seen that tlie tenants have all possible advantages. 
A bad or famine year may otherwise badly affect the tenants, but there 
are all possible concessions for good and bad years in the system of the 
proposed assessment 

On tlie face of it no doubt the system seems somewhat laborious 
as well as intricate, but in practice it is very simple as the tenants 
say. 

1. No produce (less than seed) no rate to pay. 

2. If there is fodder,* annas eight per Bigha, which is not a big 

sum. 

3. Irrigated cotton in Kharif and Rabi crop pay three-fourths 
of the full rate. 
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4. If sown in both crops equal rate in each crop. 

5. These rates are again divided according to the manured and 
unirrigated manured crops. The former paying half the rate and 
the latter one-fourth of the rate. 

All these conditions have been printed in the pattas given to the 
cultivators showing full details of their lands and the rates of crop 
classification referred to above, and the concessions enjoyable by them 
in case of the failure of crops, so that it is now very easy for an 
ordinary village or a sensible cultivator to ascedtain his revenue and 
cesses for the harvest. 

It is not only in Khalsa portion that the above system has been 
given effect to, but it has been introduced in the villages owned by 
Tani Sahib and the Rajadhiraja. 

The Native States have their own way of doing things by Lata 
and Kunta. To change the system all at once so as to suit both 
parties was not an easy task, and it was reserved for Munshi Mahabir 
Parshad to suggest a new system which had the approval of the Late 
Agent to the Governor General in Rajputana, Sir Elliot Colvin. 

In fact this work has been so far done with great discretion and 
economy and the final figure of land Revenue for the entire Chifship 
is expected to given a decent increase. 

In Kachhola Pergana all the villages of Redwas Tehsil and seven 
villages of Ulela Tehsil were surveyed during the year under report 
and all the settlement papers of Kachhola Tehsil were prepared. In 
this Pargana the system of assessment has been different from that 
of Phulia Parganah. It is fixed for twelve years but reasonable con- 
cessions have been allowed in case drought and famine years occur. 

The total area cultivated during tlie year was 69617 Bighas or 
42,260^ acres as against 66,007 Bhigas or 41,254 acres in the last 
year. 

Alienation There was no alienation of land during the year.

Sotradary A mutual agreement regarding the boundary dispute between 
dispute. (Kishahgarh) and Ratanpura (Shahpura) has been arrived at 

under the signatures of Diwan of Kishangarh and Musahibala Shah- 
pura. Erections of the boundary pillars according to the said 
agreement will be carried out shortly. Pundit Shiva Prasad and 
Cnstoms Mehta Bakliatawar Mai continued to be in charge of the Octroi 
Department. Country liquor and opium contract was continued with 
Seth Balchand of Neemuch. 

There are five Jagirs under Court of Wards vh Khamore, Bland, 
Nasarda, Bhimnagar and Nara 5 ’’anpura. 
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CHAPTER III. 

The codes and Acts shewn in Appendix II are in force in the 
Chiefship, 

There is no regular Military force. The armed Police Sawars 
who are classed under Cavalry have been put in charge of K. Sohan 
Singh the Bakshi Fauj. The number of Cavalry and Infantry during 
the year has been 26 and 52 respectively. 

The Jagirdars’ quota under the feudal system is 93 horsemen, 
one camel Sawar and five footmen. The armed Police carry lances 
and muzzle-loading guns with bayonets, while the Jagirdar Sawars 
generally carry swords. 

The work of the Cavalry generally consists of patrol duty and 
■escorting the Rajadhiraja Sahib and his family members. These 
and the armed Police do military work when necessary. 

Infantry is mainly employed on guard duty which as well as the 
cavalry, furnish Guard of Honor on Ceremonial occasions. Both 
are classed Irregulars. 

Uniforms to all members of Police are provided free of cost. 

The present strength of the Police force is shown in Appendix 
IV. The total charges of the Police including the Cavalry and Infan- 
try amounts to Rs. 27,863-7-6. ' 

The constables carry swords and small clubs, while the Chowki- 
■dars are armed with lances. The ratio of the Police force to area 
is one unit per square mile and to the population one per 136 (nearly.) 
The necessary details are contained in Appendices V and VI. The 
Chowkidars are employed in their respective villages. Their duty is 
to maintain order, report crimes, births and deaths and assist in the 
■detection of offences. 

There are five Thanas in the Chiefship, Shahpura, Phulia, Dhi- 
kola, Lassaria, and Arur, each in charge of a Sub-Inspector. There 
■are also four Outposts, viz Borda, Amli, Bilia and Kanechan. 

The health of the force was general^ good. 

The number of cognisable offences instituted during the year 
was 161 against 123 in the last year. 

The number of cases investigated was 157 of which 84 were sent 
up for trial and in 68 cases the accused were either not found guilty or 
discharged and five were considered false. 

The number of persons arrested was 103 of whom 60 were con- 
victed and eight were under trial while 35 were discharged or acquit- 
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ted by the Courts. The percentage of the accused sent up for trial 
was 61.5. The value of the stolen property was Rs. 11,764-10-3 and 
the property recovered Rs. 6,817. 

Among the criminal tribes there are Baories. The Baories are 
settled at Borda, Dhikola and Khamore and their total number inclu- 
sive of women and children is 304. During the year under report 
three Baories died, two absconded, two returned to their homes and 
were punished. 

’ ■ Administration. 

Rajkumar Umaid Singhji continued to work as Musahib Ala 
throughout the year. 

The Rajadhiraja presided over the Mahkama Khas, which is the 
final Appeallate Court, and was assisted by his Musahibala, while the 
latter was assisted by the Judicial Secretary Thakur Bhup Singh in 
the Judicial work and Revenue Musahib Kanwar Madan Singh in 
the Revenue work. The Judicial Assistant’s Court and the Criminal 
Courts are subordinate to the Mahkama Khas. On the Judicial side 
Civil and Criminal appeals are heard against the orders and decrees 
of the subordinate Civil and Criminal Courts by the Mahkama Khas,. 
which is also the Court of revision. 

The following are the Criminal Courts in the Chiefship : — 

(1) Sessions Judge. — Mahakama Khas, presided over by 

the Rajadhiraja. 

(2) Assistant Sessions Judge. — ^Judicial Assistant, who 

also hears all cases in which one or both parties are 
Jagirdars. This Court was presided over by Babu 
Saroop Narain throughout the year. 

(3) District Magistrate. — ^This Court has First Class 

Magistrate’s power and can award punishment up to 
three years and fine up to Rs. 500. 

(4) Civil Judge. — ^This court has also been invested with 

First Class Magistrate’s powers and hears such of 
' the cases as are specially transferred to him by the 

Mahkama Khas. 

(5) Third Class Magistrate. — ^Tehsildar of Phulia hears 

Criminal cases of rural area within his revenue 
jurisdiction. 

The total number of the cases instituted during the year in the 
Judicial Assistant’s Court is three plus one balance of the last year, 
total four, out of which three were disposed of, leaving one at the 
end of the year. 
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The number of Criminal cases filed during the year in the Crimi- 
nal Courts is 285 plus 36 of the last year, total 321, out of which 292 
were disposed of, leaving 29 at the end of the year. For details see 
Appendices VII and VIII. 

The number of offences reported in all the Criminal Courts 
during the past and present years are 393 and 288 respectively and the 
number of the persons dealt with and brought to trial was 610 and 
582 respectively. 

The number of persons disposed of during the year is 582. The 
average duration for the decision of each case was 1/10 month days, 
against one month 16 days in the previous years. 

Civil Justice. 

There are five Civil Courts : — 

1. Mahkama Khas. 

2. Judicial Assistant’s Court. 

3. Civil Court. 

4. Small Causes Court. 

5. Phulia Court. 

Their powers are: — 

1. Final Appellate Court. 

2. To hear Civil suits exceeding Rs. 3,000 in value. 

3. To hear Civil Suits to the value of Rs. 3,000. 

4. To hear suits not exceeding Rs. 50. 

Appeals against the orders and decrees of Courts Nos. 4 and 5 
lie to the court No. 3, while against the orders and decrees of Courts 
Nos. 2 and 3 lie to the Mahkama Khas. 

Suits by and' against Jagirdars are heard by the Judicial 
Assistant. 

In the Court of the Judicial Assistant the number of the Civil working of 
cases instituted during the year was 18 plus five balance of the last 
year, making a total of 23, out of which 19 were disposed of, leaving 
four at the close of the year. The Civil Court was presided over by 
Shah Sardar Mai. 

The number of Civil suits filed during the year was 406 plus 50 
balance of the last year, making a total of 456 out of which 361 were 
disposed of, leaving a balance of 95 at the end of the year. The 
average duration of each case was two months 15 days.

The number of execution cases filed during the year was 722 plus 
45 balance of the last year, making a total of 767, out of which 706 were 
disposed of, leaving a balance of 61 at- the end of the year. 

In Courts Nos. 4 and 5, the total number of Civil Suits filed 
during the year was 1,096, plus 23 balance of the last year, making 
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a total of 1,119, out of which 1,090 were disposed of, leaving 29 at 
the end of the year. 

The number of execution petitions filed during the year in the 
above courts was 1,405, plus 30 balance of the last year making a 
total of 1,435, out of which 1,415 were disposed of, leaving a balance 
of 20 at the end of the year.

The number of first appeals filed in the Civil Court No. 3 was 37 
plus five balance of the last year, making a total of 42 out of which 40 
were disposed of, leaving a balance of two at the end of the year. 

Average duration of each was two months four days. 

^ Prison. 

There is one Jail at the Head-quarters which contains four Jail 
barracks for males, one ward for female prisoners and one lock up 
for Juvenile offenders in the Topkhana. In the absence of Juvenile 
offenders, under-trial prisoners are kept in the Juvenile ward. 

There is sufficient accommodation for the guards outside the 
prison gate. 

The health of the prisoners was on the whole good and there 
were no deaths. Religious sermons are read over to the prisoners 
every Wednesday so as to make them change their bad habits and turn 
them into good useful citizens. 

The total earning of the prisoners during the year amounts to 
Rs. 463-2-9 as compared with Rs. 473-5-9 of the last year. The 
■expenditure during the year was Rs. 2,079-14-6, as compared with 
Rs. 2,039-5-0 of the last year, which works out at three annas seven 
pies per head per diem. 

On the 31st October 1923 the number of prisoners in Jail was 
20, new admissions during the year were 73, total 93 ; of these 76 were 
released leaving 17 at the close of the year. The average period of 
ihe accused under trial was 5.15 days against 5.16 of the last year. 
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The Industries carried on in the Jail are : — 

1. Cotton (Carpet) weaving. 

2. Niwar (tape) weaving. 

Finger Impression slips of twelve prisoners were submitted to 
the Central Bureau, Mount Abu, during the year under report. 

Registration. 

The duties of the Registration officer are performed by the 
Judicial Assistant at the Head-quarter and by the Tehsildars in the 
Moffussil. 110 documents of all kinds were registered and Rs. 474 
were realized on account of fees vide Appendices XIV and XV. 


CHAPTER IV. 

The Rainfall during the year ending 31st October was 21 inches 
39 cents, against 34 inches 99 cents last year vide Appendix XVII. 

Tanks were not filled. The rainfall was insufficient and maize, 
cottcin. Til and juwar crops specially suffered much owing to lack of 
rainfall in August and September.

The chief occupation of the majority of the population in the 
Chiefship is agriculture or labour connected with agriculture, and 
-only 20 per cent, are employed in industries of minor importance. 
The rate of wages varied from 6 to 8 annas per diem. 
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For prices of food grains see Appendices XVIII and XVIII (a.)- 

Forest. 

Properly speaking there are no forest reserves in the Chiefship. 
A considerable area is reserved in several villages where grass and 
wood are reserved. 

The wood in the Birs is fit for fuel only and is not available in 
such large quantities as might be kept in stock or exported. 

Trade and Manufacture. 

The chief exports are cotton, ghee and til. This year barley 
and wheat were exported in a small quantity, only maize was imported. 
The chief imports were piece goods, sugar, rice and tobacco. 

The Chiefship possesses one Cotton Press and Ginning Factory. 
1,245 bales were pressed during the year. 

Public Works Department. 

Mehta Madan Singh remained in charge of the ordinary build- 
ing Department. The Umaid Sagar was also supervised by Babu 
Madan Singh under the direct (control) orders of the Makhma Khas. 

During the year Rs. 3,491-9-1 were spent on the Umaid Sagar 
Tank. 

For details of expenditure under P. W. D. see Appendix XIX. 
No treasure trove was found in the Chiefship during the year under 
report. 

Post Office. 

The Chiefship maintains a postal system of its own. Official 
papers in the Chiefship’s service are carried free while private 
letters are sent to their destinations throughout the Chiefship on one 
pice stamp. 

There is one Government combined Post and Telegraph office at 
Shah'pura, 


CHAPTER V. 

Revenue and Finance. 

The firm of Seth Sujan Mai Mool Chand of Ajmer carries on 
the Treasury work under the supervision of Treasury and Account 
Officer Shah Amar Singh. 

The total receipts and expenditure for the year are shown in 
Appendix XXII.

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CHAPTER VI. 

Medical Department. 

The total No. of births has been 576 against 893 of the last year. vital 

It is 13.77 per thousand as compared with 18.58 per thousand of the '' 

last year. 

The total mortality is 493 i.e.j 11.78 per thousand as compared 
with 576 i.e., 11.98 per thousand of the preceding year. The infantile 
and maternity mortality are decreasing as special Child and Maternity 
RelieJ Fund has been opened under the name of the late revered 
Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonk, late Col. W. J. W. Muir. 

The total number of children vaccinated is 817 as compared with Vaooinati.n. 
1839 of the last year. The cost of lymph and pay of vaccinators 
comes to Rs. 334-11-1. 

The total number of outdoor patients was 13143 as compared Hospital 
with 12,407 of the last year. The total number of indoor patients 
was 174 as compared with 148 of the last year. 

(b) Surgical Operations . — ^The total number of operations 

performed during the year was 979 as compared with’ 

926 of the last year. 

(c) Eye Work . — It is flourishing year by year and is very 

much appreciated by the public. There being 3,396 
cases of the eye. 

(d) Women's Department . — ^The Chief ship has opened a 

special Child and Maternity Hospital Fund as men- 
tioned above under the name of late Col. W. J. W. 

Muir, thus helping the suffering humanity and per- 
petuating the name of late Col. Muir, the well-wisher 
of the Chief ship. Two special trained Dais have 
been kept for conducting labour on hygienic and 
modern scientific lines and the child and mater- 
nity mortality has been thus greatly reduced. During 
the year under report 31 labour cases were conducted 
and 10 required surgical interference. There were 
3 cases of Placenta Privia, two of Eclampsia, two of 
cross birth, and six of delayed labour, and all were 
successfully treated. There were two cases of 
tetanus Neonatorum in the year under report. 

(ff) Poison cases . — ^There were three cases of opium, one of 
Datura, five of snake bite and 55 due to other poison- 
ous bites of insects. They were all properly looked 
after and successfully treated. 
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Schools. 


(/) Laboratory zoork . — It has been daily increasing and has 
been a great help in diagnosing and treating diseases. 
There were 31 injections given intravenous route. 
There was an epidemic of tic fever in the poultr}*- and 
spirochaetic were detected in their blood and mea- 
sures were soon taken to subdue the attack. 

(g) The inmates of the Jail enjoyed good health and there 
was no death in Jail during the year. 

(Ii) Boarding houses . — ^All the students fared fairly well in 
health except a few who had material attack of 
fever. 

The special features of the year being the addition of the child 
and maternit}^ branch to the Hospital and opening up a new Aurvedic 
Oushdhalaya, three other dispensaries of Sangria, Kachhola and the 
travelling one are doing a lot of humanitarian work and progressing 
fairly well. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Education Department. 

The education imparted in the Chiefship may be technically 
divided into two departments, namely Primary and Secondary. 

The Raj School maintained at the Capital imparts for the most 
part Secondary education. Since the Competitive Rajputana English 
Middle Examination has been abolished the boys are examined here 
by the examiners selected by the School Committee. During the year 
under report five boys out of six came out successful. 

Primary education is also imparted in the lower classes attached 
to the Raj School and the city Branch School. 

There were nine Primary Schools namely Dhikola, Kothian 
Kanechan Kalan, Bachhkhera, Arur, Phulia Kalan, Dohria, Amli, 
Kalan and Rehr. 

Two private aided Village Schools exist at Saugria and Dhnop 
and are maintained by Rajkumar Umaid Singhji and Rajkumar Sirdar 
Singhji, respectively. 

The highest examination for which the boys are prepared in tlie 
Hindi section is the Vernacular Final Examination of the United 
Provinces. During the year under report four boys out of six came 
out successful. 

There is also a Girls’ School at the Capital having on its roll 
54 girls. . . - • . 
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Three Boarding Houses are being maintained by the Chiefship Boarding 

blouses 

•namely (1) The Karamsot Rajput Boarding House (2) the Sudarshan 
Boarding house and (3) Brahm Boarding House. The first and 
the third are entirely maintained by the Chiefship, while the second 
is wholly kept up at the expense of Rajkumar Umaid Singhji. 

The Karamsot Rajput Boarding House, named after the illustri- 
<ous mother of the Rajadhiraja Sahib, is attached to the Raj School and 
.26 Boarders of all castes are on its roll, while the Sudarshan Boarding 
House, named after Bhanwar Lalji Sudarshan Singhji, maintained 
11 boys. 

The Brahm Boarding House has on its roll six Boarders and is 
•maintained by the Chiefship. 

The education in all the Schools is free and Scholarships are also 
-awarded to deserving students joining the Government College and 
the High Schoool, Ajmer, and the Maharaja College and the High 
School, Udaipur, after finishing their education here. 19 Scholar- 
-ships amounting to Rs. 2,579 were given during the year. The Annual 
Prizes were distributed on the 12th and 13th September 1925 to the 
deserving students. 

The Agricultural School at Nahar Sagar was continued during v i 
••the year. The number of boys reading and living in the Boarding 
.House is comparatively less. 

The Model farm has shown good progress by growing various 
•samples of cotton and wheat, including Pussa sample. Pussa wheat 
was given free to enterprising cultivators for trial and seeing its 
success they have taken to sowing Pussa wheat on their fields. 

There is a State Library which contains a large number of books 
-in English, Sanskrit and Hindi.
